There 
are,  however,  so  many  shoulders  to  boar  the 
blame  of  this  last  outrage  that  the  modicum

Bishop  Hills 
went  to  Eagland  and  obtained  the  title  deads 
of  the  property. 

It  la  on  this  last  fact  that  the  enemies 
of  ins  colonial  interests  rely.  They  ask ,  sod 
with  apparent  good  reason,  what  is  tho  use 
of  going  into  the  question  now  when  the 
wholo  matter  la  settled  I  Tho  property  is 
conveyed  to  the  Church,  and  the  legality 
of  ths  instrument  ia  beyond  question.  On 
the  other  band,  however,  it  ia  contended, and 
ws  think  rightly,  that  tho  property  in  the  first 
instance  could  not  have  been  aat  apart  for 
soy  particular  church— that  it  was  used  as  s 
public  reserve,  and  that  its  assumed  donors 
■old  the  surrounding  property  on  the  under- 
•tending  that  the  tract  of  land  was  a  public 
square.  The  Company  have,  therefore,  broken 
faith  either  with  tho  purchasers  of  the  lots  in 
the  vicinity  or  with  the  Church  of  England 
authorities  in  this  oolony.  When  we  oouplo 
with  this  state  of  affairs  the  fact  that  the 
church  was  built  with  public  money— with 
ths  hard-earned  cash  of  the  inhabitants — we 
think  the  colony  baa  good  grounds  for  ob- 
jecting to  tho  tianafor  made. 

Mr.  DeCosmoe'  motion  requests  Hie  Ex- 
cellency to  instruct  tho  Attorney  General  to 
take  certain  legal  stepe  with  the  view  ol  ef- 
fectually letting  the  matter  at  rest.  We  can- 
not say  what  may  bo  His  Exeslloncy's 
opinion  or  ioteetion  on  this  subject,  but  this 
ws  will  hazard  that  if  some  such  course  as 
that  laid  down  in  the  resolution  be  not 
adopted,  tho  matter  will  only  bs  postponed  for 
s  more  determined  issue.  The  people  may  be, 
nay  are  at  present  in  a  powerless  conditioned 
obliged,  under  tho  circumstances,  to  swallow 
indignities  and  injuriee  that  no  other  British 

This  ehryealid  state,  however,  cannot  long 
continue  ;  a  change  in  the  very  nature  of 
things  mnat  in  a  little  time  take  place ;  the 
people  muet  have  more  to  lay  in  tho  Gov- 
ernment of  the  conntry,  and  tho  Home 
authorities  and  their  deputies  less.  'What- 
ever, therefore,  may  be  done  at  present  with 
regard  to  the  Churoh  Reserve,  of  one  thing 
we  feel  certain— the  Churoh  with  all  its  deeds 
aad  all  its  influence  will  have  to  abandon  its 
claim.

The  Clerk  'presented  accounts  which  had 
been  sent  in  amounting  to  over  $80,  not 
including  rent  and  other  liabilities  of  the 
i  Council. 

COOKOlLLOa  MCDONALD'S  MOTION. 

On  the  motion  of  which  Mr.  McDonald 
had  given  noiioe  coming  up  lor  discussion. 
His  Worship  said  he  must  ask  Mr.  MoDonald 
to  strike  out  the  portion  which  referred  to 
him,  as  be  bad  no  intention  himself  of  resign- 
ing until  be  knew  what  the  new  bill  was  to 
bo  like,  and  moreover  such  a  course  was  not 
in  accordance  with  the  Charter ;  the  remain- 
der of  the  resolution  the  Councillor  could 
with  pleasure  bring  forward. 

Mr.  McDonald  said  be  had  no  intention  of 
forcing  anyone  connected  with  the  Council 
to  anything  against  bis  will,  but  be  certainly 
understood  His  Worship  to  say  that  he  wished 
to  resign,  and  he  thought  bis  motion  was  per- 
isctly  proper  and  in  order,  but  as  a  matter 
Of  oourteey  be  would  consent  to  the  erasure. 

His  Worshipsnggested  that  the  motion  be 
postponed  for  one  month. 

Mr.  McDonald  said  he  had  sat  long  enough 
waiting  for  somebody  to  do  something,  e_d 
he  would  net  go  on  aoy  longer  incurring 
liabilities. 

The  Clerk  then  read  the  notice  of  motion, 
End  Mr.  McDonald  supported  it  with  a  few 
remarka.  The  motion,  he  said,  might  or 
might  not  meet  the  views  of  the  C  ouncil, 
but  be  knew  that  it  met  with  (he  approba- 
tion of  the  people.   The  Council  could  not 

{o  on  incurring  liabilities  any  longer.  They 
ad  no  money  to  pay  with,  and  it  waa  useless 
to  look  to  the  Government  to  help  them,  as 
there  was  no  money  in  the  Treasury. 

His  Worship  asked  Mr.  McDonald  bow  be 
proposed  to  get  rid  of  the  liabilities  of  the 
Council.  If  be  could  suggest  that  he  (the 
Mayor)  would  willingly  consent  to  the  motion, 
otherwi  •  he  most  d  ffer.  "4 
Mr.  MoDonald  said  the  Council  had  no 

tower  to  pay,  and  ooold  only  preaa  the  mat- 
er on  the  Government. 
Mr,  Allan  aaid  if  it  eonld  be  shown  that 

than  at  present  he  would  be  willing  to  sit  a 
month  longer,  bat  he  could  not  see  it  in  that 
light,  and  would  therefore  resign,  He  secon- 
ded the  resolution. 

Mr.  Jeffery  could  not  see  that  the  Coun- 
cil were  in  any  different  position  at  present 
to  what  they  were  when  chosen  to  fill  the 
office  by  the  eleetors,  and  be  did  not  there- 
fore think  they  had  any  right  to  resign.  If 
the  new  not  were  passed  he  would  with  plea- 
sure resign  and  go  to  the  people. 

Mr.  Smith  spoke  in  favor  of  the  Council 
retaiuing  their  eeats  until  the  oloee  of  the  mu- 
nicipal year,  aa  be  did  not  think  that  the 
Council  would  bo  acting  faithfully  towards 
the  public  io  thus  at  a  Blow  depriving  tbem 
of  munioipal  rights.  He  preferred  waiting 
for  the  new  bill,  which  would  give  tbem  mora 
power  to  act  with  credit  to  themselves  and 
justice  lo  the  people,  and  be  therefore  moved 
in  amendment : 

•'  That  the  Council  continue  to  hold  office 
until  the  expiration  of  the  preeenl  municipal 
year.' 

Mr.  Fell  would  agree  with  the  mover  of  the 
resolution  if  he  had  pointed  out  the  means  by 
which  the  Council  was  to  rid  itself  of  all  lia- 
bilities. Everything  would  have  to  be  stored, 
and  even  that  would  cost  something,  whereas 
the  present  rent  of  the  chambers,  wbioh  wm 


the  chief  current  expense,  did  not  exceed 
925  per  month.  He  thought  it  would  be 
more  advisable,  under  present  oircamslanoes, 

if  the  Counoil  made  a  united  effort  to  try 
and  Increase  their  powers  instead  of  parting 
with  them.  He  did  not  approve  of  partiog 
with  munioipal  institution*,  aa  it  was  not  an 
easy  matter  te  got  them  bask  again,  although 
when  everything  was  so  depressed  it  was 
not  desirable  to  levy  taxes  The  utmost 
economy  bad  been  observed  of  late,  and 
should  coutinue  to  be  exercised.  There  was 
a  feeling  abroad  that  the  Coonoll  ought  to 
resign  under  the  new  bill ;  he  believed  they 
would  all  willingly  do  so.  He  supported  the 
amendment. 

The  Mayor  observed  that  the  saorifloe  of 
the  city  property  under  a  loroed  sale,  would 
be  quite  equal  to  two  mouths'  rent.  He  re-

PRE-EMPTION  LAW. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  brought  forward  bis  motion 
for  an  address  to  Hie  Excellency  tbo  Gover- 
nor, praying  bio  to  throw  open  the  lands  of 
the  colony  nnder  the  Pre-emption  Proclama- 
tion, with  snob  amendments  as  might  be 
deemed  necessary.  The  hon.  gentleman 
urged  the  necessity  of  affording  every  en- 
couragement to  settlers,  and  stated  that 
owing  to  the  lands  beiog  held  btok,  be  knew 
of  cases  where  actual  settlers  were  prevented 
from  obtaining  lands,  unless  they  petitioned 
the  Colonial  Secretary,  which  he  thought  was 
a  most  unfortunate  thing  for  the  colony.  He 
understood  that  the  Governor  had  withdrawn 
the  lands  from  pre-emption  by  outside  press 
sure  from  certain  parties,  and  he  did  not  see 
why  the  request  of  the  proposed  address 
should  not  be  granted.  The  address  also 
prayed  for  the  throwing  open  of  the  Cowi- 
icban  and  other  Indian  reserves. 
1  Mr.  Carswell  seconded. 

Mr.  Franklin  agreed  with  his  hon.  col- 
league in  desiring  that  the  lands  should  be 
thrown  open  and  placed  under  proper  pro- 
visions for  cultivation.  Bot  be  found  that 
many  of  those  parties  who  took  up  land  did 
not  cultivate  it.  Io  Comox  he  believed  that 
not  ten  per  cent.,  or  even  five  per  cent,  of 
the  land  lakeo  up  was  under  cultivation.  It 
wae  too  often  the  oaee  that  settlers  only  built 
a  hut,  and  sat  down  waiting  for  something  to 
turn  op.  This  was  the  case  with  a  great 
many  both  io  Comox  and  Cowioban.  With 
regard  to  the  Indian  reserves,  be  thought  it 
would  be  better  to  leave  tbem  till  the  gov- 
ernment brought  forward  some  definite 
Indian  policy. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  said  tbe  motion  left  the 
mode  of  dealing  with  the  reserve*  open  to 
Government   It  only  suggested  that  they 
should  be  thrown  open.

CBUaOH  BESERVK. 

Tbe  House  went  into  Committee  on 
Church  Reserve  question,  Dr.  Powell  in 
chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  despatch  of  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  stating  tbat  the 
deed  ot  tbe  property  had  been  made  over  to 
the  Chnroh  or  England,  in  May,  1864. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  bad  only  a  few  words  to 
say  on  thia  question,  uoless  a  discussion 
arose.  He  did  not  consider  the  reasons 
given  by  His  Excellency  Were  good  and  suf- 
ficient to  prevent  him  from  taking  the  desired 
steps  in  regard  to  tbe  reserve.  He  should 
have  inquired  into  the  history  or  the  reserve, 
and  tbe  right  of  the  people  lo  it  as  a  public 
park  .'  before  tbu*  throwing  over  the  matter. 
1'his  property  bad  been  open  to  tbe  publio 
for  years,  and  we  now  found  it  being  out  up 
into  lots,  fenced  in,  and  the  people  thus  de- 
prived of  the  best  reserve  t*»r  public  purposes 
in  the  city.  There  could  be  no  doubt  tbat 
auoh  waa  not  the  original  intentioo  in  regard 
to  tbe  Church  Reserve,  as  was  shown  in  the 
evidence  of  tbe  Surveyor  General  before  tba 
Crown  Lands  Committee.  It  was  also  plsin 
tbat  it  was  never  intended  for  a  glebe,  as  the 
gteater  part  of  it  was  naked  rook.  In  the 
next  plaoe,  at  the  time  it  was  given  there 
was  no  contemplated  diocese,  for  this  oolony 
to  whish  it  eould  be  given.  But  by  some 
means  the  Bishop  of  tbe  diocese  bad  got  It 
into  bis  hands  in  entire  violation  of  right  and 
to  the  injury  of  every  person  io  tbe  colony 
not  members  of  that  oburch,  and  It  was  being 
used  aa  a  means  of  obtaining  revenue  for  the 
chorcb.  He  knew  tbat  many  parties  bad 
bought  lots  adjoining  on  the  distinct  under- 
standing with  tbe  Surveyor  General  that  it 
waa  to  be  an  open  and  publio  square,  and 
these  parties  Buffered  a  great  wrong  and  loss 
by  this  appropriation  of  the  reserve.  Their 
only  remedy  would  be  either  to  go  and  tear 
down  tbe  fenoes  as  a  publio  nuisance,  or  to 
enter  a  suit  against  the  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany who  sold  (hem  the  lets  on  the  distinct 
understanding  that  it  was  to  be  a  publio 
square.
